Colour  of  the  Hair.

The  chief  Lines  on  which  persons  of  thfe  profes¬ 
sion  lay  the  greatest  stress,  is  the  Line  of  Life,  or 
the  .Life  Line,  as  it  is  here  called,  which  generally 
takes  its  rise  where  the  thumb  joint  plays  with  the 
wrist  on  the  inside,  and  runs  in  an  oblique  direc¬ 
tion  to  .he  ins/de  >f  the  innermost  joint  oTthefore 
finger.

The  Girdle  of  V enus,  takes  its  course  from  the 
extremity  of  the  inner  moft  jbint  of  the  little  finger 
and  forming  a  curve,  terminates  between  the  *foro

The  Line  of  Fortune  strikes  (from  behind  the 
ball  or  mount  of  the  fore  finger,  across  the  palm 
and  Line  of  Life,  and  loses  itself  in  ox  near  th* 
fleshy  part  of- the  hand  on  the  little  finger  side. 

If  the  Line  of  Life  is  crossed  by  othef  Lines  a 
or  near  the  wrist,  tlje  person  will  meet  with  sioknesi 
in  the  beginning  of  life,  and  the  degreCof  sickness, 
will  bo  proportioned  to  the  size,  length  and  breadth 
of  the  intervening  lines.
